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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the cited reference, 
Bhagwat, does not teach the claimed "capanility information in the payload portion". Applicant is directed to Bhagwat's Table 2, where it 
shows the data contained in a payload frame. "seqNumber", for example is capability information taught by Bhagwat in the payload 
frame, which keeps track of retransmitted data. There is no definition of "capability information" in the claims, however, applicant defines 
"capability information in the specification on page 2, lines 36-40 to be one of hardware capabilities, software capabilities, user agent 
capabilities or multimedia message-specific special capabilities. seqNumber, flushlndicator, segmentation State, and payloadSize in 
Table 2 of Bhagwat, are read to be software capabilities, because they control the data flow within the system. 
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
